Wallace, and after.a most unpleasant and 
most interesting trial induced the Judge to 
regard him as a suspicious character. 

The weight of the indictments against Mr. 
Wallace may be gathered from the statement 
of the District Attorney when he said: ‘‘That 
man is a fraud, pure and simple; a swindler, 
a shrewd sharper, who has been run out of 
other cities and comes to Washington to de- 
fraud honest people. He was in Denver. 
Why did he leave? The people forced bim. 
He was in St. Louis. Why did he leave that 
place? The authorities made him. He was 
in San Francisco and was drummed out of 
there. He even went to the Sandwich 
Islands and an infuriated mob drove him 
from there. 

Again tn that same January trial the Dis- 
trict Attorney, Mr. Pugh, said: ‘‘If my dis 
tinguished friend is anxious to know what 
the charge is, 1 will plainly tell him. He is 
charged with deing an adventurer, a swin-. 
Gler, a man of evil life and fame, a suspicious 
character, a vagrant, having no fixed place 
of residence.’’ 

It also came out in the trial that Detective 
Rhodes had taten from Wallace when he 
arrested him a package of papers. Some 
were pawn tickets. One was an envelope 
containing a false mustache and goatee, 
and several were memoranda of the history 
and chief events inthe lives of a number of 
persons who were likely to come to the me- 
diam to have their pasts told.

Instructions Asked for in the Pol- 
lard-Breckinridge Trial. 


Possible Aspect of the Case.

THAT OF THE DEFENDANT BRIEFER 
BUT NOT LESS SPECIFIC. 


Judge Bradley Will Present His Instruc- 
tions To-Morrow, bat Stated To-Day 
That the Secret Marriage Would Not 
Serve to Annul a Former Contra: 
A Sharp Tilt Between the Lawyers— 
Few Persons in Court. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. April 7.—The prospects 
ofa dry legal argument in the Pollard Breck- 
Inridge case did not prove sufficiently at- 
tractive todraw out even the members of 
the bar to Judge Bradley’scourt to-day. 
Neither of the principals was there although 
their lawyers bristled with legal documents 
when they entered, while intheir wake fol 


stacks ofcalf-bound volumes. The proceed 
logs were begun by Mr. Calderon Carlisle, 
who in behalf of the plaintiff asked for four- 
teen distinct instructions to the jury cover- 
ing every possible aspect of the case. 
Stripped of their legal verbiage, the sub- 
stance ofthe instructions asked for are as 
follows; . 

That this is a suit for breach of promise of 
marriage, and if the jury find from the evi- 
dence that there were mutual promises of 
marriage between the plaintif and the de- 
fendant, even if the defendant were married 
thereafter, it constitutes a breach of prom- 
ise. 

If the plaintiff and defendant were found 
to have illicit intimacy before the promise of 
marriage that would constitute no defense, 
and ift she had {illicit intercourse with others 
and he Enew it before he made the promise 
it was not a defense. 

The burden of proof that there was to be a 
semblance of a marriage contract, with an 
understanding that there was t to bea 
contract carried out, devolved upon the de- 
fendant, and the jury must be convinced by 
a preponderance of evidence that such was 
the fact. ‘ 

The jury must find for the plaintiff unless 

they find that there was a mutual agreement 
to carry out the semblance of a contract and 
find it by a preponderance of evidence. 
Also, unless they findthat plaintif? did not 
accept the promises from the defendant and 
Knew at the time that they were not made in 
good faith, but agreed with him that they 
should not be binding, and this must De 
shown by a preponderance of evidence. If 
he made the promise to marry in bad faith 
ana she accepted it in good faith, no defense 
was constituted thereby. 
In determining whether she understood 
the contract to be in good faith the conduct 
of the plaintiff and defendant at and after 
the time of making the contract are to be 
considered. If the promises are found to 
have been repeated by him before Mrs. 
Blackburn and Maj. Moore, the fact of a se- 
cret understanding must be proved bya pre- 
ponderence of the evidence and the fact of 
carnal knowledge between defendant and 
plaintiff is not a defense. 

If the jury delieve the plaintiff to be un- 
chaste, and that the defendant knew of her 
unchastity, that unchastity does not consti- 
tute a defense. Ifthe jury believes she told 
him that she had been intimate with Rhodes 
and thereafter he promised to marry her, 
that intimacy does not form a justification 
for breach of contract. 

The secret marriage to another after some 
promises to marry and Wefore others does 
not constitute a defense, put an aggravation 
of rye 1: That if the defendant was mar- 
ried April 29, kept that marriage a secret and 
thereafter ‘entered into the contract to 
marry plaintiff, that marriage is not a de- 
fense. The jury are to consider all the re 
lations of the parties, the prospective im- 
provement in plaintit’ s circumstances by 
reason ofthe promised marriage, the cir. 
cumstances of the violation of the contract 
and the wrong committed and may give ex- 
emplary damages. Announcements of the 
contract to third parties, with the additional 
humiliation tothe plaintiff which its breach 
under these circumstances constitutes, may 
be considered an aggravation of damages. 
The ability or inability of the defendant to 
pay cannot be considered a mitigating cir- 
cumstance in awarding damages. 

If the jury finds the plaintif?’ was chaste, 
save with the defendant, and that attempts 
to — bate, her character were made notin 

ith, but to contrive a defense, they 
ere to consider the fact as an aggravation of 
the damages.

FIVE DEAD BODIES BEYOND POSSIBILITY 
OF RECOGNITION. 


Horribly Mangled by the Flying Debris 
and Charred by the Fieree Names 
Members of the Firm Owning the Fac- 
‘tory Among the 1 Blaze Also 
Licked Up Other Buildings—Loss 
About $100,000. 


PETERSBURG, Va., April 7.—Fully fifteen 
men were killed and half as many more 
woundeu by an explosion of powder in the 
fireworks factory of Romaine Bros., in tnis 
city, this Te a a few minutes before 3 
o’clock. 

Just prior to the. explosiion Charies N. 
Romaine, senior member of the firm, Mr, 
John Bland, the senior member of the to- 
bacco firm of Bland Bros. & Wright; Oapt. J. 
Tosh, a prominent citizen, and Charles 
Bland ofthe firm of Bland Bros., were en- 
gaged in conversation in the office of the fre - 
works company. 

Fire was discovered in an outoullding and 
these gentlemen went to the assistance of 
the employes and trled to extinguish it by 
throwing buckets of wateron it. An alarm 
bad been turned in, and just as Chief En- 
gineer Farley ofthe Fire Department drove 
into the yard the explosion occurred. 

Messrs. Jonn BoanpdD and CHARLES Ro- 
MAINE were both killed instantly and their 
bodies horribly mangied. Both were mem 
bers of the City Council. 

CHIEF ENGINEER FARLEY was fatally in- 
jured and died in two hours. 

Carr. Tosn’s body was burned beyond 
recognition.

Many of the bodies were burned ‘beyond 
recognition. The dead were brought to the 
city and taken to the undertaker's for burial. 
Many of them leave widows with children. 

The flames communicated to the large 
trunk factory of Romaine Bros., on the op- 
posite side of the street, the tobacco factory 
of Bland & Wright andthe ola whisky dis- 
tillery. 

All these with their stock and machinery 
were destroyed, entailing a loss of about 
$100,000; partly covered by insurance. 

Fire started about3o’clock. An alarm was 
turned in and soon followed bya loud ex- 
plosion. About fifteen minutes after there 
wasa secondexplosion. These explosions 
were heard for over a mile. 

e fire originatedin the building where 
powder for whistle bombs was made, The 
flames were communicated to the other 


buildings used for making fireworks, and 
there were frequent small explosions, 

It was reported that a large quantity of 
powder was stored, exactly where no one ap- 

d to know, in these buildings and kept 
the crowd from venturin 2 near the fire.

ASSAULTED A PRIEST. 


Thomas Sate, While Drunk, Hits Father 
McNamec With a Brick. 


Rev. Father McNamee, a Catholic priest 
whose parish and residence is located at Clif- 
ton Heights, was passing Seventh and Pop- 
lar streets yesterday afternoon, de- 
tween 8 and 4 o’clock, when he was

A BOY TO BE HANGED 


Robert Alden Fales Must Die for a 


Cruel Murder. 


Newark, N. J., April 7,—Robert 
Fales, the boy murderer, was taken into the 
Oyer and Terminer Court this morning to be 
resentenced to death for the murder of Thos. 
Haydon, a messenger inthe employ of Pot 
ter’s hat factory in Mulberry street. Tue 
Supreme Court refused to grant him a stay of 
execution. 

Fales showed the same nerve and cool de- 
meanor as he sat down near his counsel to 
be re-sentenced. Judge Depue was on the 
bench and Prosecutor Crane, after making a 
few remarks, moved for sentence. 

Fales was told to stand up. and in 
reply to the Clerk’s usual questions, his 
counsel said he had nothing to say why 
sentence should not be pronounced. Judge 
Depue then addressed Fales and told him. 
how faithfully his counsel had worked to se- 
cure him a new trial, and how carefully his 
case had been reviewed in the higher courts. 
All this had resulted in the conviction being 
affirmed, And it only remained now for the 
Court to name the day for carrying out the 
death sentence. Judge Depue then sentenced 
Fales to be hangeé Thursday, May 10, de- 
tween the hours of 10a.m.and8p.m. Young 
Fales heard his sentence without showing 
emotion, and after shaking hands with his 
counsel was taken back to the County Jail. 
His counsel will go before Governor Werts at 
Trenton on Thursday and make application 
to have the Court ot Pardons commute the 
sentence. The jury that convicted Fales has 
signed a petition to commute his sentence. 

Thomas Haydon, the aged cashier of the 
Potter Straw Hat factory, Newark, was mur- 
dered and robbed by Robert Alden Fales, 
then not quite 15 years old, on May 80, 1892. 
Haydon was returning to the factory on 
Saturday from the bank, where he had drawn 
$500 in small bills for use in paying off the op- 
erators of the factory. Fales had worked in 
he factory and knew of this custom of the 
cashier. He secured a stout bale stick and 
hid behind the street door of the factory, 73 
Mulberry street, Newark. It was between 10 
and llo’clock. When the old man entered 
the hallway, Fales felled him with a blow on 
the head. In his cool confession a week later 
this boy told Chief of Police Hopper that 
when the cashier tried to arise from the 
stairs where he had fallen, he struck him

All persons who handle the 
Post-Dispatch on the streets do c under the 
agreement that it will be sold for 2 ente, tf 
desired, tadependont of any combination, 
AN INTERESTING CASE. 


There is a gas crisis in Philadelphia 
which is worth a little thought for the 
humor there is init as well as the instruc- 
tion. 

The city owns its own gas works, which 
last year paid a profit of $2,000,000 over 
the cost of operation. Forty years ago 
Philadelphianssaw that the business was 
in its nature a monopoly controlling a 
privilege to tax the community, and they 
reasoned quite correctly that such a pri vi- 
lege ought to be reserved for the benefit of 
the municipality. The value of the plant 
and franchise is now placed at $40,000,000, 
most of which is the franchise, a privilege 
value, A syndicate has recently been 
formed to buy the plant and franchise and 
relieve the city of the business, the price 
being $20,000,000. This low price is insist- 
ed upon because it is shown that the plant 
is really not worth that much, but there is 
astudious silence concerning the fran- 
chise and its price, 

But the Mayor sets his face against this, 
and will veto the bill if it gets through 
the Council. The syndicate, not at all 
discouraged, proposes to interest—that is 
the word—interest enough members of the 
Council to pass the bill over the veto. 
They are not to be bribed—perish the 
thought. Honorable men do not take 
bribes, and honorable men like those com- 
posing the syndicate do not offer them. 
But there is no harm in a Councilman in- 
vesting his surplus money in stocks or 
bonds, and when he sees a chance to go in 
on the ground floor of some highly remu- 
nerative enterprise he takes it likelany other 
sensibleman. And thereis some reason 
in this view, for a public officer is not sup- 
posed to give up all his private business. 
The Councilmen of Philadelphia who take 
stock in this enterprise cannot be blamed, 
But there willbe some moral questions 
raised if they vote on the matter when it 
comes before them. 

There could not be a better illustration 
of the evil of indiscriminate franchise 
granting. Philadelphia is free from cor- 
ruption so faras regards this particular 
monopoly, because the profits are not 
matter of private concern. And it can- 
not be made a source of private profit 
without a gigantic deal involving the 
honor of two-thirds of the city legisla- 
ture. The only conclusion is that honest 
politics is not possible until monopolies of 
this kind are placed irrevocably beyond 
the reach of private interest.

In a voting contest inaugurated by a 
California paper to find who is the most 
popular California author and what one of 
his productions is most in favor, Joaquin 
Miller received the highest vote and his 
poems were declared to be his best work. 
The result is a credit to the good taste of 
California. Miller has written most of the 
real poetry written Inthe United States 


enough to force attention both in the 
Northeast and in England, but he has a 
faculty of arraying himself onthe losing 
side, of giving all his sympathies to the 
weaker party end of antagonizing prosper- 
ous respectability, which has been abso- 
lutely fatal to his financial success in liter- 
atupe. 

Had he remembered that itis only to 
prosperous respectability that he could 
hope to appeal for a market when he had 
literature to sell; had he cultivated his 
Maecenases as the prosperous bards of the 
Northeast had done; had he reflected that 
those whose cause he espoused had neither 
much taste for the fine arts nor much 
money toindulge it, he might not have 
been frowned down as he has been. 

In spite of itall, however, he has suc- 
ceeded better than any verse maker of his 
period. If he has not become a great poet 
he has always been a genuine one. It was 
his misfortune to take Tennyson’s meters 
asthe vehicle for thoughts suggested by 
the grandeur of the Sierras, and his lack 
of athorough education in the English 


language has also hampered him, but in 


spite of it all he has become a genuine 
poet who had something to say; who has 
said itsothat it will not be forgotten in 
the coming time when American poetry 
will be American.

LOSING OUR EYES. 

As an organ of pleasure the eye is under- 
going a process of degeneration. A large 
majority of business men, and nearly all 
scholars and thinkers, are occupied with 
abstract questions which do not call for 
the exercise of the senses. Theyare think- 
ing of profit and loss or the maxims relat- 
ing to conduct which cannot or need not 
be ‘‘visualized.’’ The language itself re- 
flects this condition and the popular 
tongue is getting less picturesque and 
more abstract. The vocabulary of the 
average man seldom contains suggestions 
of color or form, but is made up as far as 
may be of terms which are only remote re- 
minders of their origin. 

But this degeneracy may be, and prob- 
ably is, a matter of habit. The civilized 
man does not need to use his powers of 
observation as does the primitive savage 
and gradually loses the habit of looking 
closely into the appearance of things. 
Not one man in a hundred can tell what 
he saw on his way down town. Probably 
he saw nothing in particular which he 
would think worth mentioning, although 
awalk ofa few blocks might leave many 
eee, memories to one whose faculty

There was no butter, but 
some salt was raked up Hor me. I made a 


pretense of eating, seated in a dark corner 


on a chest. I managed to spill most of the 
coffee and conceal part of the bread and po- 
tatoes under the flap of the tent. WhenI 
finished, three members of the army discov- 
ered the remains and frantically struggled 
forit. The coffee was spilled during the 
fight and the bigger ruMlian of the three suc- 
ceeded in getting the remainder of the re- 
past. No effort to stop the scuffle was made, 
but it seemed to be regarded as an ordinary 
occurrence, 

My escort next showed me tothe barracks. 
There were two, an outside and an inside, as 
it were, and one could take his choice, al- 
though there was little cholce. Most of the 
men were quartered in an old deserted foun- 
Gry, permission to occupy having been 
gained n on account of the fact 
that no one in Galilee claimed ownership of 
it. The building was about eighty feet square 
and bullt of wood. The floor consisted of 
wet and sticky clay, while over it was a thin 
covering of straw. On the western side 
bunks or shelves had been hastily knocked 
together. There was no straw in 
the bunks and that on the floor was 
spread so thin that it afforded no 

rotection, Here andthere on the floor were 
our fires of greea wood that had been cut by 
the army that evening. The smoke was 
frightful. Overa hundred men were in the 
building. A few were lying in the bunks 
while the rest were lying in the mud with 
their feet close to the fire. Sparks were 
fying thick and fast, and the straw was 
close to the fire. It is a wonder that the 
whole business did not goupin an immense 
holocaust during the night, 


FIRST NIGHT IN THE BARRACKS. 
As the miserable quarters in the foundry 
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the hungry hobos were beneficiaries 
it. saw none of the ham nor any of 
the milk, nor could it have been consumed 
by the leaders, for they always put up at the 

hotels and live on the fat of the land. 

When Browne finished he introduced the 
choir. It consisted of five of the worst-look- 
— specimens in the army. ‘they could 
neither read nor sing. The first hymn was 
Hold the Fort,“ adapted by Cari Browne. 
The verses were dogyorel, in which were ref- 
erences to good roads, interest bearing 
bonds, and Christ’s second comina. 5 

Our noble leader, Brother Coxey,’’ was 
then introduced. He spoke at length, but | 
do not Know what he said. lie is no orator. 
One of his peculiarities is that when he has 
finished his hearers are always left in doubt 
as to what he said.

did not appeal to me I inspected the outside happy land 


barracks. These consisted of mother earth 
andasmoky wood fire. Lying about with 


their feet toward the fire were a score of 
soldiers of the army. The camp was 
close to a stream and the mud near the 
outside fire was even wetter than that inthe 
foundry, so I returned to the foundry and 
stretched out ona bunk. The smoke drove 
me out in a little while, and I again sought 
the other quarters. In halfan hourthe damp 
and cold drove me back into the building, 
where I stayed until 1 was forced to beat 
another retreat, I skipped around in tni 
way until finally weariness overcame me an 
I dropped asleep in the bunk. 

Whether it was my weight or the faulty car- 
pentry 1 do not know, but sometime during 
the early hours of the morning I fell and 
took my bunk with me, When lI reached my 
under neighbor he and his bunk joined the 

rocession, and when we arrived at the 
ower bunk its occupant also joined us. We 
all brought up safe in the mud. My brother 
soldiers appeared to be under the impression 
that I fell on purpose, and at one stage it 
looked as if there would be a war. More 
sleep that right was out of the question. In 
a little while there wasafightinearnest. A 
restless soldier near one of the fires uncon- 
sciously brought one of his feet into close 
proximity to the mouth of one of his broth- 
ers, who awoke the restiess sleeper and ac- 
cused him of intentional insult. Tne man 
with the foot advised his accuser to sleep 
with his mouth closed. A short but spirited 
one-round fight was the result. 

WHEN MORNING BROKE, 

At 7 o’clock Bro. Thayer, the bugler, 
sounded the revellle, and the soldiers began 
to turn out. It was my first opportunity to 
see them and 1 watched them with interest, 


It is aimcult to tell to what class the army 
belongs. Asa whole] shouldclass them as 
tramps, at least from appearance, and that 
is tne only way one can judge. We num 
bered in the morning 143. Most of them 
were of middle age, and with a half-dozen 
exceptions there were none either very young 
or very old. 

That there were a number of Knights of 
the Koad lam certain, and some probably 
were out of work and really anxious to 
One thing I noticed and that 
was the majority of the men were far above 
the average tramp in intelligence. Taken as 
a whole, especially considering how they 
were treated, they werea remarkably good- 
natured lot. 

Orders were at once given that the men 
should wash thoroughly. The order was re- 
ceived with dismay by some, Dut the major- 
ity made straight for the brook back of the 
camp and began such a scrabbing as I[ never 
saw before and probably never will again. 
There was soap. but no towels. There were 
many trades represented. But it should be 
understood that no matter how lazy, aban- 
doned and thoroughly disrespectable a tramp 
may be he always has a trade, even if he 
rarely works at it. There were a score or 
more who said they were miners out of work, 
and their appearance bore out their state- 
ment. Then there were clerks, farm hands, 
bakers, carpenters, barters and painters, 
and one fellow who claimed at one time to 
have been a clergy man. He was called the 
dominie,’’ and if he ever was a preacher he 
had certainly strayed far, far away. 

GETTING A CLEAN SHAVE. 

The barbers made themselves useful. One 
barber shaved his victims by having them 
stand against a post, while he placed one 
hand lovingly around themto steady him- 


self andused the other in scraping their 
faces. 

There were genes in plenty, for the brigade 
was a light-hearted lot. One man witha 
heavy beard whowas being shaved said to 
the darber: Say, why don’t you give a fel- 
low chloroform before you shave him?’’ 
Two men were washing inthe brook and 
praising the skill ofthe barber. Said one: 
‘and he’s afine shaver.’’ ‘‘Yes,’’ replied 
the other. He don’t loox at all stylish, 
but he goes over your face us easy as 
feather.’’ The barber was one of the dirti- 
est men in the camp. 

Military discipline was little more than a 
burlesque. The leaders know nothing df 
military practice, yet many of the men 
imagined they were soldiers, One military 
custom observed was the giving out of food 
in the form ofrations. Each group marshal 
had four men under hi and before each 
mealeach of these petty officials received 
five ration tiekets for himself and the men 
under bim. On that Sunday morning the 
rations consisted ofa cake of soap, a small 
tin cup of bad coffee without milk or sugar 
and two pieces of stale bread. Ihe soap was 
a surprise to many and by some was regard. 
edasakindoftable delicacy. There was a 

sal ok cicking over the scant rations 
nd not without cause. The wagons were 
known to be well supplied with food. The 
marshal of my group was an intelligent 

— fellow named Hoffman. He said he 
oined at Alliance, O., where he left a good 

ome. He told me that not over twenty of 
the original members were still in the 


army.

UNKNOWN SMITH’S SHEEP. 

Then unknown Smith spoke. This was his 
first appearance as an evangelist, He ad- 
vanced some original views as to the prac- 
tical religion of the army and tried to sub- 


stantiate what Browne had said in regard to 
reincarnation. Incidentally he said: ‘‘Breth- 
ren of the army of Christ, we are all saved; 
we are the sheep that are within the fold and 
— members ot any other sect are on the out - 
side. 

A Oommonwealer sitting near me re- 
marked: Well, it he has saved us why in —— 
don’t he give his sheep some grub?“ The 
choir now sung ‘‘After the Commonweal 
* Is Over to the tune of After the 
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Here is the chorus: 

After the march is over, 

After the lst of May. 

After these bills are passed, child, 
Then we will have fair play.

As to thetr homes they’li away, 

Fer we will have no interest on bonds 
After the lst of May. 

This closed what was the most vulgar and 
blasphemous parody on religious services 1 
haveever seen. The order to fall in was 
givenand obeyed, There was noattempt at 
organization, but the different groups were 
finally assorted. The men marched two by 
two. Someof them carried canes that had 
Deen cut on the road.gThe leaders, of course, 
were not on foot. Coxey was in his buggy 
driven by his colored Doy who was formerly 
employed on his farm. The other four lead- 
ers were on horseback. 


A LOOK AT THE LEADERS. 

Right here let us havea look atthe person- 
ality of the leaders of this crazy march 
across country. 

Coxey is a well-known character in Pitts. 


burg, where he has been many times on busi- 
ness connected with his stock farm and silica 
sand mine. Heisabout 45 years old, short 
and slight and wears spectacies. 
He is well Known to the paper men and 
gentleman sports of Pittsburg as an all- 
round sport. Heis well Known at the race 
tracks. He has never been prominent as a 
poltician, exceptasan advocate of green- 
backism, He has average intelligence and 
business sagacity. Heis supposed to have 
been wealthy and a short time ago was rated 
at $200,000. 

Browne is ignorant and blustering. He 16 
between 50 and 60 years old and is of large 
frame. Ihe picture on the banner carried 
at the head of the army is believed to be not 
that of Christ, but that of Carl Browne 
reincarnated. He has a curious face. Itisa 
‘*putty face“ so to speak and looks soft. 
He hasspent much time in California and 
was the right-hand man of Sand Lots 
Kearney. Browne was dressed in a sult of 
buckskin and wore cavalry boots and som. 
brero. In cold weather he wears a huge coat 
of dog skin. It was the general opinion of 
all those whom I talked with on the subject 
that Browne is a great big bluffer with con- 
siderable natural ability and shrewdness and 
that he has practically hypnotized Coxey 
and has him under his control, Every one 
who knew anything about it sald that for 
months Coxey has been fathering Browne, 
supplying Bim with money, clothing and 
food, 

A BORN COMMANDER. 

The most interesting of the leaders is Louls 
Smith, The Unknown.“ lie is an enigma. 
He turned up afew days before the army 
started, no one knows where from, He had 


money, was well dressed and had a couple of 
blooded dogs with him. On his arrival he 
delivered a blood-curdling and anarchist 
speech which fairly paralyzed the people of 
masillon. He soon got to know Browne and 
Coxey intimately. e gave valuable aid and 
some money toward the start, and in fact 
without him the army would never have got 
under way. lie is about 386 years old, well 
bulſt and wears a yachting cap, fine double- 
breasted overcoat and cavalry boots. He 18 
a une horseman. Helis a bora leader and his 
influence overthe menis wonderful. Asa 
weary member of the army remarked: 
M hy that man could arm us with Winches- 
ters and make areal army out of us. We 
would shoot any one he ordered us to. 

Dr. Kirkland, or Cyclone, is a study. 
He is the physician, astrologer and seer 
of the army and constantly discovers signs in 
the heavens that augur the success of the 
movement. One night he awoke the entire 
camp and called all the men out to see a 
most wonderful sign in the sky. It was a 
big wheeland the army was the hub. No 
one but he could see it, however. It is 
gravely asserted that he, on this occasion, 
was a point or two under the weather, and it 
was a wonder that he saw nothing more than 
wheeis in the heavens. He certainly had 
wheels in hishead. He at one time wasa 
doctor and had a practicein Pittsburg, 
put it was ruined by his hallucinations.

ready for business. He mounted it and be- 
gan his talk with fully 5,000 people for an 
audience. When he was through supper

Shinnicock Indians at War With the 
Lone Island Improvement Co. 


SOUTHAMPTON, Long Island, N. Y., April 
7.—The remnant of the once powerful tribe 
of Shinnecock Indians is in revolt again. 
They have not put on war paint, for even 
this modest luxury is denied the poverty. 
stricken red men, Dut they have declared 
waron Austin Corbin and his improvement 
company. The trustees of the tribe have 
warned all parties against purchasing or 
leasing any portion of the Shinnecock 


hills from the Long Island Improvement 
Co., who now claim the land by right of pur- 
chase. The ancestors ofthe present Indians 
relinquished their claims to the hills in 1703. 
Since then there have been several owners. 
Corbin holds the controlling interest in the 
present company. The Indians claim that 
all of the heirs did not consent to the trans. 
fer and that consequently their title ts valid. 
The Indians are showing considerable enter- 
prise and a desire to keep up withthe im- 
provements which are being made at their 
doors. 

They have recently formed a Tribe Im- 
provement Society. its object being to im- 
prove and beautify their lands, engage in 
crop raising and mutually share and help 
one another.

W. A. Barry and a Local Salesman Ar- 


rested and Released Again. 


W. A. Barry, a traveling salesman who, 
during his stay in this city, has occupied 
roam No. 120 at the Southern Hotel, was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon upon suspicion of 
conducting awholesale bogus check fraud, 
He was taken to the Four Courts, where his 
story was told and apparently believed, for 
after a short investigation he was released

out saying where he was going. A man, 
said to bea salesman forthe Brown Shoe 
Co., was arrested with him as an accomplice, 
but was also released, 

The police are very reticent in speaking of 
the arrest, but it was learned that Barry had 
Visited the Brown Shoe Co., wheré, it is 


said, he represented himself as a member of 
the firm of W. S. Barry & Co. of Shellmoutn, 
Miss., and 1s alleged to have at- 
tempted to cash a cheek for a large 
amount. The Brown Shoe Co, liked his ap- 
pearance, but hesitated about cashing the 
check unless he identified himself. This he 
Claimed to be readily able to do and a sales- 
man of the firm Kas sent with him to 
Schaff Bros., wholesale grocers, whom he 
claimed knew him. 

At Schaff Bros.’ he is sald to have presented 
acheck for $850, and to have obtained $25 
upon it. The firm at once telegraphed to 
Barry & Co. of Shellmouth and are said to 
have receivedareply that thé check was 
worthless. It was upon this information, it 
is alleged, that the arrest was made. Pend- 
ing the arrival ofthis telegram he is said to 
have visited Rice, Stix & Co.’s establishment 
and several other stores and to have ob- 
tained small sums of money from some vf 
them on checks for various amounts. When 
arrested, his companion, the Brown com- 
pany’s salesinan, was also taken along. 

What explanation he made to the Four 
Courts Officials the latter refuse to divulge, 
but as it resuited in them -releasing him and 
his fellow-prisoner, it was evidentiy a very 
good and satisfactory one. The pair left the 
building together and Barry went to his 
hotel, packed his grip, paid his bill and left.

The Medical Society Has an Intzarest- 
ing Discussion.

THE QUESTION OF HEREDITY ARGUED 
IN VIGOROUS STYLE. 


Dr. Hughes Thinks Héredity snd Crime 
Are Very Closely Allied—Dr. Mur- 
rell's Plan for Preventing Crime—Dr. 
Outten Gives His Experience—Dr. 
Love's Humor. 


The St. Louis Medical Society last night 
took up the discussion of Dr. Paul Paquin’s 
pa per of the previcus meeting. 

From a layman’s standpoint the conelu- 
sion arrived at after hearing Dr. Hughes 
was that heredity/ and crime were closely 
allied. When Dr. Murrell finished his paper 
it was the conclusion of the layman 
that heredity had nothing whatever todo 
with it and that environment was the cause 
and the sole cause of crime. 

When Dr. Outten said his little say it was a 
sudden revulsion back to Dr. Hughes’ idea on 
an amended basis. 

Dr. Wm. Johaston fell in line and the bal- 
ance was then for Dr. Hughes until Dr. Love 
got up aud told just how a child should be 
brought up in the way he should go. 
Murrell met with what in slangistermed a 
„frost,“ as did Dr. Philip Hoffmann, who 
had some most unique ideas on the social 
evil, etc. 

Dr. Funkhouser then injected a little ele- 
ment of Eastern mysticism and mahatmas, 
The discussion was begun by Dr. Hughes. 
Taking as a basis for his remarks his paper 
on ‘‘Insanity in Relation to the Law. which 
was printed a week or so ago inthe Neurol- 
ogist, he drew a very Vivid picture of the long 
fight made by the profession to con- 


vince the judiciary that insanity 
was strictly an organic disease which 
resulted from disease of the mind centers 
which were in the brain. Hereditary pre- 
dispositions had everything to do with in- 
sanity unless it was brought on by some se- 
vere and well defined extraneous causes. 
But insanity, Imbecility and other forms of 
mental disorder were easily traceable to pro- 
genital sources. Many children were born 
idiots or insane and many were always so, 
while many were cured after being born so 
cursed by proper treatment of the organic 
mind centers. 

Conceding the existance of a superhuman 
spirit, Dr. Hughes said that it didwmot in any 
way unharness the mind andthe brain, the 
former being dependent entirely upon the 
condition and existance of the latter. 

Crime inthe same way was to a certain 
extent the result of the diseased condition of 
the brain and all predisposing influences 
should be given their proper place and 
weight. Environment certainly exerted in- 
fluences to either curb or encourage the pre- 
disposing tendency, With its ancestral raml- 
fications, Conceding all hereditary reasons. 
Dr. Hu hes conciuded by saying that the 
＋ ee ogical disposition of the brain must 
certainly be given the most careful thought. 


DR. MURRELL’S OPINION. 

Dr. T. R. Murren got himself into a shower 
bath when he read his paper.

Happily for the Friends of the Wilson 

Dim the Occasion Did Not Arise—At 
No Time During the Session of the 
Senate was There a Quorum of Both 
Republicans and Democrats Present— 
Day’s Eusiness. 


WasuincTor, D. C., April 7.—If the occa. 
sion had arisen to to-day the Republican 
Senators would have fillbustered openly 
against the Wilson Dill. Their purpose was 
to force the Democrats to furnish the quo- 
rum, and this they knew to be exceevlingly 
dificult, if not impossible. There 
were less than thirty Senators, about 
equally divided between the two parties, in 
their seats when the day’s session began. 
This number increased in half an hour to 
forty, butjat no time before the doors were 
closed for the executive session was there a 
quorum of Democrats and Republicans to- 
gether present. 

Mr. Hill was among the absentees. He 
probably felt that after his motion yester- 
day, which, as he explained, was made to 
enable Senators to devote a day to their 
private correspondence, he ought to take the 
day anyhow, and he did 80. 

The Republicans, therefore, 
majority of the seats empty, 
have forced measures had they 
set out to do so. There was a con- 
ference held as soon as the journal was 
approved and the helplessness of the Demo- 
crats stood reveaied. Messrs. Aldrich, Hoar, 
Chandler, Hale and Washburn participated 
in it, and the talk was of a very earnest nat - 
ure. Assoon as it was over Mr. Washburn 
went over and consulted with Mr. Peffer, who 
would be entitled to the floor to proceed with 
the speech begun yesterday, and presently 
Mr. Aldrich joined them. The situation was 
explained to Mr. Peffer and apparently the 
proposition submitted met with his ap- 
proval. The probebdility at this tim 
was that the point of no quo- 
rum would be raised within the hour. 
But a short conference was held on the floor 
between Mr, Harrisand Mr. Chandler, and 
when business was allowed to proceed with- 
out interruption on the part of the Republi- 
cans it was evident that an understanding 
had been reached. The nature ofit was 
disclosed at 1:20 p. m. when, on motion of 
— — an executive session was or- 

ered. 

The only matter of interest taken up during 
the open session was the question as to 
whether Great Britain is not trying to evade 
the understanding reached by the Behring 
Sea arbitration tribunal respecting the pro- 
tection of the seal herds, Mr. oar 
called the attention of Mr. Morgan, 
Chairman of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, to a cable in the morning papers 
from London which stated that the British 
Parliament had passed anactintended to 
carry outthe provisions of the award of the 
Behring Sea tribunal, but according to which 
ships which have sailed without receiving 
notice of the passage of the bill should not be 
liable to seizure or confiscation. 

Mr. Hoar pointed out that, according to 
this interpretation of the British legislation, 
it would be a comparatively easy matter for 
Canadian sealing masters to exterminate 
the seal herds and then pretend not to have 
known of the existence of the statute. 

Mr. Morgan in reply admitted the danger. 
He explained that some two weeks ago Sir 
Julian Paducefote, the British Ambassador, 
had submitted tothe State Department the 
draft of an act of Parliament which, to the 
best of his recollection, corresponded exactly 
with the language of that quoted in the dis-

Secretary Gresham atthe same time, Mr. 
Morgan sald, pointed out the defect of the 
proposed act and had rejected it. Since then 
the dispatches had stated that Sir Charles 
Russell had withdrawn the act proposed for 
an amendment and it was Mr. Morgan’s 
hope thatthe amendment had been in line 
with Secretary Gresham’s criticism. ur. 
Morgan spoke frankly and firmly. 

„It was certain, he said, ‘‘that the legis- 
lation proposed by Great Britain, as outlined 
by the dispatch just read, was not in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Paris tri- 
dunal. I have no doubt that the Government 
of the United States will find itself in a full 
state of preparation and a fall de 
tormination that all the benefits 
and advantages of this award shall be 
utilized by our Government. It may de 
that we did not get in that award every prin- 
ciple of law for which we contended decidea 
in our favor, but we got it in all the necessary 
regulations which are requisite for the pro- 
tection of seal herds which belong to us. 
Good faith on the part of Great Britain re. 
quires she shall come forward and insist as 
strenuously and honestly as we intend to in- 
sist upon the carrying-out of all the pro- 
visions of that award.’

the foster mother who carried him in in- 
fancy and an almost undue interest in the 
welfare of his foster brother. When the lat- 
ter died sone few years ago Rosebery was at 
his bedside and over his grave in the ceme- 
tery at Epsom, there is one of the handsom- 
est memorial stones in the cemetery. Till the 
day of her death, Lord Kosebery never ceased 
to visit old Mrs. Oonstable at Epsom and to 
tend to her with the affectionate seal of 
A son. A pretty story this, you will say, but 
what doesitall mean? It means that gossips 
said twenty years ago and say now that Lora 
Roseberry, Prime Minister, most honored 
and liked ofthe Queen, the talked-of future 
husband of one of the royal prineesses, is not 
Lord Rosebery at all, but the son of the 
groom’s wife, and that the real Lord Rose- 
bery lies in Epsom Cemetery under the stone 
recording the virtues of John Constable, the 
jockey. The ambitious mother changed

THE TREATY OF 1800. 

Under the treaty of Nicaragua, signed in 
1860, Great Britain relinquished all claims 
whatever to the Mosauito Coast and recog- 
Bized the sovereignty of Nicaragua over that 


territory. It was provided by the treaty that 
the Mosquito Indians should have their 

aa permanent reserve and the 
yovernment, but that they 
juired to acknowledge alie- 
giance to the Republic of Nicaragua and bear 
asimilar relation to it that one of the terri- 
tories bears to the Government of the 
United States. The Indians were forbidden to 
sell or otherwise convey any of their land 
to foreigners. They were permitted to have 
a flag of their own, but were required to 
place upon the flag some emblem denoting 
their submission to Nicaragua. The Govern- 
ment of Nicaragua by the treaty was author- 
ized to occupy the country for the purpose of 
preserving peace, but was forbidden to allen- 
ate or transfer the lands to foreigners, and 
was required to givean annuity or pension to 
the hereditary chief ofthe tri amounting 
to about $5,000 a year in gold, 

One of the most important provisions ofthe 
eg & which has been the source of irrita- 
tion from that time to this, and is the cause 
of the trouble to-day, forbids Nicaragua 
from interfering in any — 4 with the com- 
merce of the Mosquito Indians, and pro- 
hibits the establishment of custom houses

EMPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH. 

In the latter part of the 70s, when the com- 
merce of Bluefields began to look up a little, 
Nicaragua established a custom-house there, 
whereupon the residents of the place, who 


are almost entirely 1 dy birth or sym- 

athy, appealed to Great Britain and the 
atter sent a man-of-war down to stop the 
business. A single shot was fired at 
the custom-house before the Nicara- 

uan authorities surrendered, The 

ispute was submitted to the 
arbitration of the Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria in 1880, and on the 2a of July, 1881, he 
rendered a decision in which he hela that 
the treaty of 1860 had been violated by the 
attempt of Nicaragua to collect a duty on 
imports and exports. He held that under 
this treaty Nicaragua had sovereign rights 
and authority in the territory of the Mosguli 
tos and could govern them by commission- 
ers or other officers, and had theright to 
preserve the peace, Dut must not impose 
any tariff on commerce nor interfere with 
the lands on the reservation, which were. 
owned exclusively by the Indians. The lat- 
ter, while they had full titles to the lands by 
the treaty, had no right to convey the title 
to foreigners, but might derive a revenue by 
leasing them. 
he Emperor decided that the Indians must 
place upon their fag some emblem of the 
overeignty of Nicaragua. He also decided 
that the Nicaraguan Government must con- 
tinue to pee the pension agreed upon by the 
treaty of 1860, and assessed it $30,889 for the 
back pay of the King. 
Since that decision there has been no trouble 
between the Mosquitos and the Nicaraguans. 
A Mayor or Governor, appointed hy the Nica- 
raguan Government, has exercised authority 
at Bluefields, the Indians have already recog- 
nized bim as their ruler, and England has 
made no attempt tointerfere with affairs un- 
til recently. 

THE. MOSQUITO INDIANS. 

The Mosquito Indians, although not a popa- 
lous nation, were one of the two native races 
which the Spaniard conquistadores could 
not subdue, and they have never surrendered 


their independence, In the sixteenth cen- 
tury, when the spaniards and English were 
fighting for supremacy upon the sea, the 
Mosquitos were important faithful allies of 
the latter, andthe british naval and mer- 
chant ships used to find in the bays and riv- 
ers of the Mosquito coast a safe and bospl- 
table refuge wuen pursued by Spanish men- 
of-war. It was also the regular fitting-out 
lace forthe English privateers, who found 
ood and water and a place to repair their 
ships, as well as a secure deposit for the 
treasure they captured from the Spanish 
galleons. 

Therefore, when what was known as the 
Kingdom of Guatemala was established from 
the Spanish crown the people along the Mos- 
quito Coast naturally looked toward Great 
Britain for protection. The native race had 
by this time become very much adulterated 
by contact with the Englishadventurers who 
settled among them andthe negroes who 
had been imported from Jamaica to culti- 
vate fruit. The English language was gen- 
erally spoken alongthe coast and the sym- 
pathies of the people were entirely English. 
A few years later, when the Republic of 
Central America was broken up into five 
small independent states a separate gov- 
ernment forthe Mosquito Indians was for 
the firsttime established on the civilized 


an. 3 
birne hereditary chief of the tribe was 

George Frederick Albert Handy, a young 
man who represents a mixture of English, 

negro and native Indian blood, and had been 
educated in Jamaica. He was conducted to 
Belize, the capital of British Honduras, and 
there crowned King ofthe Mosquito Nation 
under the auspices of the British Governor 
and the commander ofthe British garrison. 

The ceremony was zvery ludidious, whether 
it was intended to be soor not. ihere was 
always a doubt whether the Governor was 
anidiotora humorist, but he arranged a 
performance, which, as described, was fun- 
nier than was ever seen in a comic opera and 
received a severe reprimand for it when an 
account of the affair reached the Colonial 
Office in London. 

After bis coronation King Handy was con- 
ducted in great state to Bluefield on a Brit- 
ish man-ol-war, where he was set up in an 
adobe palace with an Englishman, OCutnber 
by name, as Prime Minister and a Cabinet o 
égnorant and ragged natives.

A Rars, Original Stradivarius Bought 
by an English Violin Maker.

The finest instrument which came from the 
hands of the famous master, Stradivarius, is 
a violincello of the year 1714. This has been 
in the possession of Alexander Batta of 
Versailles, the noted virtuoso. Batta bought 
it from a dealer named Thiboust, who in 
turn obtained itin Spain, where it had for- 
merly belonged to King Charles VI. Batta 
played on this instrument for the first time 
at an oratorio given by Maltbran in Brussels. 
The effect upon the public was like magic. 
The cello is woaderfully built, covered with 
a red lacquer of wonderful beauty, and or- 
iginatea during the celebrated master's best 
period, 
beauty of Its tone is incomparable. 

This cello is now on its way to England, 
whither many of the Stradivarius instra- 
ments have gone. It was purchased by Hi, 
the London violin maker.

An Interesting Race Across the Ocean 
. Being Projected. 


New Tonk, April 7.—Although August Bel- 
mont said this morning that Jams Gordon 
Bennett had not yet purchased the Cup De- 
fender Vigilant, it is believed in yachting 
circles that Mr, Bennet is now practically 
her owner, and that the payment of the pur- 
chase money already agreed upon is all that 
Mr. Belmont has reference to when he speaks 
of pending negotiations. 

Along with this information comes the re- 
port that Mr. Bennett has in view one of the 
most interesting contests in yachting his- 
tory, which is nothing less than a race across 

the ocean between the Vigilant and Valkyrie. 

It is stated that arrangements have al- 
ready been made for the race, and that the 
Prince of Wales, when recently entertained 

by Mr. Bennett, helped to plan the details. 

Color is given tothe report by the fact that 
the crew of the Valkyrie is now on board the 

Majestic, which is due here on next Wednes- 
day, and that they are under orders from 


Lord Dunraven to proceed at once to Tebos 
Dock, South Brooklyn, where the Valkyrie is 
now lying and prepare her for sea. She will 
go out of dock on Tuesday, and the crew are 
expected to commence putting her in trim 
Wednesday evening.

JEFFERSON Ciry, April 7.—The advance re- 
port of the State Board of Equalization as to 
adjustments of values on real and 
personal property is just out. It sets 
out in full by counties the per cent 
of increase and decrease of values of all 
property;inthe aggregate the increase over 
the aggregate of the assessments by county 
assessors is $37,016.712, or a total assessment 
on real and personal property of $924, 296.052. 

The board finds the inequalities to de glar- 
ing, both as between indiyiduals and coun- 
tles. Particularly is this true as to per- 
sonal property. 

In this connection the report reads: 

The only remedy that presents itself as 
feasible to this board is obedience to the law 
lu assessing all property at its true value in 
money. This will at once work equalization. 
Levies can easily be lowered in proportion to 
the increase of valuation.

There has been a 
good demand for cotton inthis market during 
the past week, Kastern spinners being the 
principal buyers, and sales were larger than 
for some time.

There was not much increase in receipts of 
hay the past week, and, like the week de- 
fore, the increase and considerable more 
was credited to through shipments. stil 
the amount stopping here of all kinds, ex- 
cepting choice and fancy timothy and 
prairie, was largely in excess of local re- 
quirements. Receipts were 5,780 tons,against 
4,645 tons the previous week, and shipments, 
2,537 tons, against 2,059 tons. The local de- 
mand has been very good all week for choice 
and fancy timothy andthe best offerings of 
prairie, but while the receipts and offer- 
ings were light, no material advance 
was recorded, though current receipts were 
kept well cleared up and steady prices main- 
tained, Loose-pressed, large-haled timothy 
was in most favor with buyers, and an occa- 
sional car of bright green generally found a 
buyer ata premium. Medium grades were 
carried along about steady, but the offerings 
were not all absorbed, buyers only taking 
them when unable to ‘supply thelr wants 
from the better grades. Low grades and 
damaged were duller, If possible, than 
ever. This class of hay is entirely 
neglected by the local dealers for feeding 
purposes, and the demand from manufac- 
turers for packing purposes, amounts to al- 
most nothing, The little selling generally 
goes Outside and can only be sold at extreme 
low prices.

‘KENTUCKY TOBACCO, 


Great Activity and Good Frices on ths 
Hopkinsville Market. 


HOPKiNSVILLE, Ky., April 7. -The new sys- 
temofsampling and selling tobacco upon 
the Hopkinsville market on the head of the 
uogshead was inaugurated this week, and 
the old exchange plan abolished. The first 
sales under the new system were held Thurs - 
day, and gave entire satisfaction to all par- 
ties interested—planters, buyers and ware- 
housemen all expressing themselves as much 
pleased with it, The breaks represented 
nearby 400 hogsheads, but there were a num- 
ber of rejections. The market was firm, with 


a growing demand for goa tobaccos. Low 
leaf was steady, with a fair advance in 
prices, and lugs held their own, with the 
prices of last week fully sustained. Ever 
since the opening of the season the Hopkins 
ville market has been firm. and it may now 
be considered strong, with an upward ten- 
dency. As the receipts of the weed continue 
to improve, the quality also shows a corre- 
sponding improvement. An investigation of 
the plant beds throughout the Hopkinsville 
district shows that more than two- 
thirds of the young plants, to 
be used in setting the coming crop, 
were killed during the recent cold spell. But 
the beds killed have been resown and some 
new ones burnt and sown, so the prospect 1s 
good for plenty of plants. The report of the 
inspectors show the receipts for the week to 
be 253 hogsheadas, and for the year 2,185 hogs-~ 
heads. Sales for the week, 240 hoygsheads, and 
for the year 1,700 hogsheads. There is but 
little change from the quotations of the 
previous week. 


DECREASED SALES AND RECEIPTS. 
CLARKSVILLE, Tenn., April 7.—The review 
of this market this week dy the tobacco 
warehousemen and brokers show that whiie 
the receipts and sales both show reductions, 


the tone of the market remains as strong, it 
is thought, as for the week previous. The 
types of tobacco on the breaks were of a 
lower order than for some time, and more 
lug than leaf grades were dis layed, Noth- 
ing to speak of above medium leaf ap- 
peared. Common and low leaf, with 
a goodly number of ZOO lug 
styles, predominated. The cause of the 
decrease in receipts and sales is due to the 
cold weather of last week stopping prizing 
in the country, and when the fine weather of 
the present week set in planters were en- 
aged altogether nearly in fleid work of dif- 
erent kinds, thus checking deliveries. Fe- 
ceipts forthe week 645 hogsheads,a falling 
off of 236 hogsheads eompared with boot week;

The 
central idea of this whole law is the promo- 
tion of temperance.’’ ¢ 

A BIG JOB. : 

But it is said here to-night tbat the oficial 
records show that the dispensaries of 
Charleston do only 1314 per cent of the liquor 
business of Charleston. Under the old sys- 


tem there were 250 saloons. Now the internal 
revenue officers report that 305 Government 
licenses are paid in that eity. The Governor 
certainly has a big job before him.

WAY WORK VIGOROUSLY PUSHED. 


Last Week 528 Men Were Employed 
and the Pay-Roll Amounted to 
$3,088.01—Pifty Additional Laborers 
Will Be Given Employment To-Mor- 
row Total Paid in Wages, $21,173. 11. 

The week closing yesterday leaves the Park 

Lake work in most satisfactory condition. 

As the making of the lake draws on tothe 


time when it shall de concluded, the system 
and organization under which operations 


‘have been carried forward bear their own 


proof of the practical nature of the Fund 
plan under which the lake in Forest Park is 
ng made. 
Excavation work is now more than two- 
thirds done. The making of the embank- 
mentand the geventy-foot driveway which 


a | Will circle the lake also keeps pace with the 


excavation work. When these shall have 
been made all remaining to be done will be 
some finishing work along the shores of the 
lake, a matter of not more than a wek’s time 
at the farthest. 

With the natural public gratification aris- 
lug from this steady onward course of the 
work toward completion of the Lake, comes 
also satisfaction at the success of the Lake 
Employment Fund pian of relief in its appll- 
cation to the necessities of the great army of 
unemployed laborers of St. Louls,in whose 
interest the Fund was established. 

The promise of the work to be done, made 
at the outset of that work, was that it would 
accomplish a double benefit. It would solve 
the great problem of the relief of a big city’s 
unemployed laborers, and it would place in 


St. Louis’ favorite pleasure resort, Forest 
Park, a big and beautiful boating lake for 
public recreation. 

The Lake Employment Fund is carrying out 
both these promises to the fullest extent. 

Yesterday thers were 397 men and ninety- 
six double teams employed on the lake work 
in Forest Park. 

Fifty additional laborers were notified o 
report at the lake to-morrow morning for 
work. The notices for these men were sent 
from the lists of the names of men who reg- 
istered at the Post-D1sPaATCH office, the men 
being notified in their regular turn according 
to the date of registration. There are about 
6,000 names in all on these lists, and already 
8,000 ofthe men registered have been given 
employment, The remainder will be reached 
before the lake work is completed. 

The Park Lake pay-roll for the week ending 
Friday reaches a total of $3,032.01. There are 
528 names on last week’s pay-roll. To- mor- 
row at the noon hour on the lake cut these 
men will receive their wages. 

The amount paid out in wages for work 
done on the Forest Park Lake from its com- 
mencement until the present time, now 
reaches a total of $21,173.11. 

This amount has gone in wages to laborers 
who but for those wages would have been 
out of work and in dire need. 

The return for the money thus expended 18 
seen in the present appearance of the lake 
cutin Forest Park, a work prosecuted with 
as good results and showing as much progress 
as though it had been done with no thought 
ot its operation relieving the necessities of 
men who were in danger of starvation or 
beggary. 
so satisfactory is the present appearance of 
this great work, and so interesting is a study 
ofits tangible results that the Forest Park 
Lake is now daily visited by thousands of 
people, who spend hoursin an appreciative 
survey of the scene, Especially is this the 
case on Sunday. Last Sunday 30,000 people 
visited the Park Lake and to-day will prob- 
ably witness a repetition of that record ifthe 
weather is favorable throughout the day. 

The great public of st. Louls, who estab- 
lished the Lake Employment Fund by popu- 
lar subscription. is interested in the Park 
Lake work. It has a proprietary interest in 
it. It is a pleasant thing to go out to the lake 
now and feel that you have helped inthe 
great work. 

It will be pleasanter still when the lake 
shall have been fully completed, its waters 
shining in the beautiful bosom of Forest 
Park, its surface bright and gay with boating 
parties, its shores thronged with delighted 
spectators. 

And whilethe Lake Employment Fund Is 
thus nearing the time when it shall have ful- 
Allled its mission, the independent auxiliary 
movement, known asthe Lake Fund Lunch 
Association, organized by the good ladies of 
St. Louis for the purpose of supplying lunch 
to the needy laborers at workon the Park 
lake, hopes also to maintain its good work un- 
til the closing day of the making of the lake. 
It has done noodle service since the first day 
of its inauguration, Feb, 27 last, and it will 
continue this noble work to the last if popa- 
lar support of its mission makes such contin- 
vance possible. So little, comparatively, is 
required for the support of this work that it 
should be forthcoming. A few hundred dol- 
lars in money, or the necessary dona- 
tion of ‘sufficient supplies to furnish 
dally lunch to several hundred men until the 
lake work is finished, is all that is usked. All

HISTORY OF RAILROADS. 


The Man Who First Imagined a Locomo- 


tive Was Put im a Madhouse. 

The man who first thought of applying 
steam to traction, poor Solomon de Gaus, a 
Frenchman, was shut up inthe Bicetre as a 
madman, saysa writer in the London Daily 
News.

HISTORY UF TRA MOVEMENT. 


Why the Evangelical Alliance Decided to 
Take Up the Fighs. 


The Evangelical Alliance law ana order 
movemént is yet hardly on foot, but the ar- 
rangements for its organization and the 
character ot the men who habe come for- 
ward to semit fairly marching are such as to 
preclude the possibility of total failure to 
get under way. Several months ago Mr. 
Tyrrell had it in mind to make the enforce- 
ment of law and the re, establishment of 
order on the lines of such law as 
is now in force a branch of 
the regular work of the Evangelical Alliance 
but while he was pondering the best means 
to bring the subject before the organization 
an incident occurted that started matters in 
the direction in which they are now tending. 
A memorial or letter was received from the 
Retail Clerks’ Association that furnished an 
ample pretext for a full discussion of tze 
subject. That letter was as follows: 

First RETAIL CLERKS’ ASSOCIATION oF gr. 


LovIs, AL No. n 
Sr. Lovis, Nov. 18. 1893. 
To the Ministers of the City ef St. Louis: 
REVEREND SIRS--We take this method of inform- 
ing you that many of the large retail establishments 
down town are keeping their places ,open for 
the transaction of business on Sunday, and there are 
well-founded rumors to the effect that others will 
soon follow. Recognizing the fact that the churches 
have taken the bead in the molding of public senti- 
meat, we appeal to you to set apart tome Sunday 
soon for a discussion by all the ministers of the city 
or St. Louis of Sunday observanee. By so doing 
you will aid us in preventing violations of both the 
sacred laws and the statutes of the State of Mis- 
seuri; and will confer the- blessings of a day of lib- 
erty and rest en 5, retail clerks of the city of 
St. Louis. Most respectfully, 
R. W. TAYLOR, JOE A. MAYNARD, 
secretary. President. 


This request was formally brought before 
the ministers inthe Alliance, and, with very 
little discussion, a resolution was adopted 
on Nov. 26 requesting the ministers of the 
city to preach on Sunday observance as re- 
quested, Asthat resolution was the initial 
assumption of responsibility in the premises, 
it is appended: . 


Whereas, A paper has cone to us from the Retail 
Clerks’ Association, attended with their official 
stamp and signed by the President, informing us 
that certain retell establismments have opened their 
places of business on the Lord’s Day, thas violating 
the secular law as well as God's law respecting the 
observance of the Sabbath, depriving a large number 
of young men and others of a needed day of rest; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That we deeply regret this infringe- 
ment of Sabbath law, and recommend that the re-

The memorial and resolution were ordered 
embodied in a cireular and sent to all the 
ministers of St. Louis and vicinity. The 
matter Was about to rest there, when 
another motion was that a com- 
mittee of the Alliance be appointed to in- 
vestigate the violation of the Sunday laws 
in St. Louis and to call the attention of the 
authorities thereto. That committee con- 
sisted of Rev. Frank G. Tyrrelk of the Central 
Christian Church, chairman, and Rev. DO. 0. 
Stewart of the First Unitea Presbyterian 
Church. The investigations of this com- 
mittee were very general, Mr. Tyrrell 
secured a partial list of the busi- 
ness houses, other than saloons, 
whose proprietors habitually kept their 
places open on Sunday, and upon gaining a 
general idea of the extent to which this form 
of Sabbath desecration obtained in St. Louis, 
the committee called upon Ohlef of Police 
Harrigan. Major Harrigan told the com- 
mittee that any citizen has his relief in case 
he ascertains that thelawis being violated, 
and expressed a willingness to aid the effort 
of the Alliance or of any good citizen to up- 
hold the law and maintain the dignity of the 
City Government. 

U pon the presentation of the report of this 
committee, the Alliance on Jan. appointed 
another committee to investigate the admin- 
istration of the criminal laws of the city. The 
committee consisted of Rev. Frank G.Tyrrell, 
Chairman; and Rev. J. W. Lee of the M. E. 
Church, South, who has since gone abroad, 
and whose place in the committee must 
filled; Rev. J. W. Ashwood of the United 
Presbyterian Church; Rev. George E. Martin 
of the Presbyterian Church; Rev. J. 8. 
Kirtley ofthe Baptist Church; Rev. R. I. 
Fleming of the M. E. Church, and Rev. B. P. 
Fullerton of the Oumberland Presbyterian 
Church, 

The committee subdivided the work in 
hand and entered upon the duty of gathering 
statistics, each manin his own way. The 
result was asmight have been expected, the 
production ofa report that rather startled 
the alliance when it was presented last 
Monday. That report was gt practically 
verbatim to the readers of the Posr- Dis. 
PATCH, butas itisan essential part of the 
record of what promises to be a memorable 
campaign against vice, the material por- 
tions of it are reproduced. The frst topic 
touched upon was The Social Evil.’’ Of it 
the committee wrote: 

This is of great magnitude, and exists praetically 
without let or hindrance. 11 the inmates of the 
hauses become Audaciousin soliciting, er are guilty 
of some breach ofthe peace, they are ‘‘runin’’ and 
punished, usually by fine. Otherwise they flourish 
undisturded, although the laws make prostitution 
iteelfacrime and leasing property for such pur- 

An idea of the extent of 
he evil may be gained a the following exhibit: 
The exhibit was withheld frem ablieation 
rom obvious reasons. It shows that there 
are in the disirict between Third 
and Twenty-third streets, Park avenue and Carr 
street, 835 houses of Ul-fame.] Allowing an average 
of three iumates per house, a low average, these 
represent \otal of 2.505 prostitutes. It is a reason- 
able estimate to count as many more women who 
are frequénters of these houses or houses of assig- 
nation, making thus a total ef ever 5,000 for the city 
or one td every 120 of our population.

IN THE sCHOOLS8, 


Complaint That the Color Line Is Not 


Strictly Drawn. 


While the law establishing separate schools 
for white and negro pupils is one of the 
plainest of the public schools statutes it has 
proved ineffectual in keeping children of 
African descent out of the white schools. 
Complaints are quite common that they 
persist in attending and are carried 
on the rolls, in the face of all protests. The 
latest come from several schools ig South St. 


Louis, where it is claimed that there are two 
colored: pupils inthe Peabody, six or eight 
inthe Garfield, two in the Humboldt and 
twointhe Grant. The matter having been 
called to the attention of a Post-DIsPATCH 
reporter, a visit was made to Supt. Long, ho 
stated that while there might be eolored 
papils in the schools named, he had no 
nowledge of it and that he did not think the 
principals were cognizant of it. I will tell 
you how it is, said the Superintendent, 
‘*there are cases where it is almost imposs- 
ible to distinguish between a certain clags of 
lored children and the white chil- 
ren, as such a e

We have received no 
compiaint from the schools named and ean 
not say whether there are negro or colored 
children attendiag them or not. If they are 
attending them they have slipped in with- 
out being identifled.“ 

Superintendent Long then referred to the 
Crump case, in which it was sought to man- 
damus the School Board to compel 
it to admit the attendance of the 
Crump children in the public schools 
on the ground that they were not of 
African descent. At the trial of the case. 
however, it was proved that they had negro 
blood in their veins and the mandamus Was 
refused. 

Assistant Superintendent Teuteberg cor- 
roborated Supt. Long’s statement, stating 
in substance that if colored pupilis had got- 
ten into the white schools they had done so 
on the sly, without their nationality being 
known. 

Assistant Superintendent O. M. Foster, who 
has a supervisory control over the Peabody 
Garfield, Humboldt and Grant schools, could 
not be seen, but is sald to be somewhat strict 
in enforcing the rules. 

Most of the complaints about 11 pupils 
come from South St. Louis where the schools 
named are located,’’ said Secretary Player, 
„but investigation generally discloses that 
they are not well founded.

MORRISSEY’S COMMITTEE. 


Congressman Cobb’s Appointment Recalls 
a Story Oolfax Used to Tell. 
Special Cerrespondence SUNDAY PoOSsT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6.—The appoint- 
ment of Representative Seth W. Cobb of Mis- 
souri to the chairmanship of the Committee 
on Railways and Canals was regarded by 
some of his colleagues in the light of a joke. 


This committee had not held a meeting 
during the session and had practically gone 
out of business, no bills or proposed liegisia- 
tion of any kind being referred to it. 

Mr. Cobb’s appointment recalis a good 
story that Schuyler Colfax used to 
delight in telling of an incident that occurred 
when he was Speaker of the House and John 
Morrissey, the New York ex- prize fighter and 
gambler, wasa Representative in Congress. 

Like all presiding officers of the House Mr. 
Colfax found the making up of his standing 
committees a perplexing probiem. It wason 
the evening of the day previous to the an- 
nouncement of the list in the House that the 
Speaker, in Bis room at the Capitol, was re- 
celving members and listening to their pleas 
for good places beforefinally completing the 
arrangement of the names, The pressure, 
Mr. Colfax said, had deen unusually great, 
and singly and by State delegations a major- 
ity of the members of the House had called 
and presented their claims, and he was at 
last left alone with his secretary. Just as the 
tired Speaker was congratulating himself 
that his task was at last completed, the stal- 
wart ex-pugilist from New York came into 
the room, and with a deferential duck of his 
head ingaired if “ ur.

The church Militant’? is @ more real 
thing to some of the older ministers of the 
gospel than to their younger Orethen, for 
they have seen the militant aspect of practi- 
cal Christianity in all its gravest danger. 
Among the pastors in charge of churches in 
St. Louis are several Who were ‘engaged in 
the fierce struggle of 1861-1865. 
| A canvass of the ministers of the city 
shows that many of them wers notin the 
war, because they were too young, not be- 
cause they entertained William Penn's 
notions of peace. This fact indicates, first, 
that the ministers are not above middle life 
asa body, and second that the War days are 
a memory with a generation whichis pags- 
ing away. But there are in St. Louis clergy- 
men who ‘‘fought and bled for freedom’s 
land,’’ or who ‘*took their standin Dixie 
land’’ in defense of their principles. They 
smelled powder, beheld the pompend cir- 
cumstance of war, saw death and devasta- 
tion and came out of tile confilet as Shadrack 
from the fiery furnace, chastened in spirit, 
and inspired to preach the gospel of peace, 
CHAPLAIN OF THS WASHINGTON ARTILLERY. 

Rev. Dr. M. B. Chapman, associate editor 
ofthe St. Louis Christian Advocate, and a 
well-known Southern Methodist minister, 
was one of the youngest, if not the youngest, 
chaplainin either army. He was at school 
when the war commefiiced, and was too 
young to enter the Southern army. After 
three years of battles, when he was 16 years 
of age he enlisted inthe WasRington Artil- 
lery of New Orleans, which formed a 
battalion of the Army of Northern Virginia. 
He had been licensed’ to preach before he 
went to the war, and after a year of u . 
ship in the ranks, he was appolat a 
of the battalion at the age of 17. He 
rank of Captain, and ferved as such until 
Lee surrendered. Dr. Chapman witnessed 
many sad tragedies and deadly rays. 
Chief among them was the crater at Peters- ° 
burg, Va. The contending forces Were 800 
yards apart, and the Federals dug a tunnel 
which undermined the Confederate line. A 
charge of powder blew part Of the Confeder.- 
ate line into the air and caused a terrible 
slaughter. Dr. Chapman was with his bat- 
talion a short distance to the right of the 
scene of the explosion, and the mon stood to 
their guns and repelied an attack. The 
shock, the terrific assault which followed 
and the battle which lasted all day form a 
picture which words cannot describe nor 
brush portray. 

WAS WITH MARMADUKE, 

Rev. Dr. Palmore, business manager of the 
Christian Advocate, was a private in Gén. 
Price’s Transmississippi Army. He was of 
tender years when the conflict opened, and 
he did net enlist until the third year of the 
war. But before that he had been with the 
troops as a companion for an only brother, 
who was afterwards captured by the Fed- 
erals and confined in Gratiot Street Prison in 
this city, where he died. Dr. Palmore was 
one of Gen. Marmaduke’s mounted escort 
and took part in the invasions of Missouri. 

He was a participant in one exciting epi- 
sode, which occurred at Newtvnia, Mo. Dr. 
Palmore and his comrades were beyond the 
range ofthe Federal small arms, but they 
were a target for the canon. trooper, 
mounted on a white charger, held aloft Mar- 
maduke’s division fag. Ihe Federal gunners 
trained their canons on the flag, and heavy 
shot bounded here and there about the white 
horse. At last a ball struck him dead and 
the flag went down with horse and rider. A 
soldier, who was a wild reckless fellow, 
seized the fallen banner and waved it at the 
enemy, but the officerin command did not 
deem him trustworthy, and he ordered him 
to givethe flag to Trooper Palmore. The

WROTE HIS EXPERIENCE. 

Rev. Dr. Jesse Bowman Young, editor of 
the Central Onristian Advocate, was a school- 
boy in Pennsylvania when the war com- 
menced. His bosom was aflame with a love 


for the Union and he yearned to enlist. But 
he was as yet a boy, too small to bear the 
stress of military service, An uncle of his, 
Maj. Bowman by name, was an officer of 
the 4th Illinots Cavalry, and Dr. Young be- 
came an efficient factotum for his relative. 
After the battle of Corinth, he enlisted in the 
84th Pennsylvania Cavalry and fought the 
battles of his country to the end, 
He was present at the capture of Fort 
Henry in Tennessee, at the battles of Shiloh, 
Corinth, Gettysburg, Fredericksburg and the 
other affrays in which Grant’s army partici - 
pated. He had many experiences, using, 
thrilling, sad, bloody and ludicrous, Whien 
he has told in a book. 

At the battle of Shiloh the Federal troops 
suffered a terrible repulse the first » They 
werelattacked by overwhelming numbers and 
were driven back. Nearerand nearer came 
the sound of the Southern cagnon and small 
arms. Maj. Bowman, forced to face the foe 
with his regiment, directed his nephew to 
remove his personal D to a place of 
safety. But the driver of the freight wagon 
took fright and fied with his team, leaving 
Dr. Young alone in the midst of cam 
equipage. The next instant a shell 
terrified the boy’s horse, and the an- 
imal galloped away to the Union lines. 
Immediately after, a line ot gray 
appeared through the trees, and opened fre. 
In dismay the Federal lad ran through fire 
and smoke, toward the army in Dilue, he 
leaped through a p which the Southern 
cannon made ina fence, and reached safety 
and bis uncle, much exhausted.

A smart game of ‘‘diamond-cut-dfamond”’ 
is at present being carried on among the in- 
surance agents doing business in this city 
who form the Board of Fire Insurance Un- 
derwriters. Strange to say the interests of 
the public are not apparently involved, and 
the many by-plays of the contest will be 
watched with amusementand interest. 80 
far the fight is confined to the agents them 
selves ana what the outcome win be can 
only be guessed at. 

For some years past all the insurance 


they have been losing money on the policies 
written, aad their elaim is borne out bs the 
report of the State Insurance Commissioner, 
Last year alone they say they lost over §$3,- 
000,000, and towards the close of the year they 
set about formulating plans to make up the 
deficit. Bo this end they regarded the natural 
means of accomplishment to bethe very ‘sim- 
ple ones of raising the rates of insurance and 
cutting down the agents’ ratesof commis. 
sion. As will be remembered the agents 
met as the Board of Fire Underwriters and 
raisea rates on almost everything, except 
the best risks, from 20 to 80 percent, A loud 
complaint went up from the public, but the 
situation ‘was soon accepted with good grace. 
BiG AGAINST THE LITTLE. : 

The agent s, however, did fot Incline to such 
an apathetic view, and when their commis- 
sions were cut, some of them at all events 
entered intoa plan to get even. It is because 
they are trying to carry out this plan that 
war has been declarea. At present it seems 
to be a combine of most of the agents for the 
larger companies against a combine of the 
smaller agents. 

The Board of Fire Underwriters is com- 
posed of about KV members, every rep- 
resentative of accompany la the el beinga 
member, Some of these gentlemen hold the 
agency for from six fo ten large iasurance 
‘compunies doing business in this State. 
Others represent but one or two of the 
smaller companies. Thus arises the dts- 
tinction between „large and small“ 
agents. The large agents are said tobs try- 
ing to form a combine with the avowed, pur- 
pose of cutting down the rateor brokerage 
or exchange paid the smaller agents on bust 
mess intheir companies; which the smaller 
agents are compelled to bring to them. The 
idea seems to be to form a monopoly in 
which the larger agents get the protit while 
the small agent holds the bag.

In 
the comparison of the cost, he shows that 
ordinary Telford pavement, such for in- 
stance, as is laid on Morgan street, east of 
Taylor avenue, €@st the property owners 
$8.80 per front foot. The improved Telford, 
Dun crushed Franite and a firm and well 
rolled base with «granitoid {curb and 
gutters, cost %5.50 a front foot, The 


same pavement with granite curb and ren: 
ite block gutters cost $6.50; ashaitum with 
6-inch limestone curd, such as recently laid 
on McPherson avenue, costs about $8.25; 
granite block pavement with 65-inch granite 
curbing its abdut $10.90 per nt t.

The agent securing the policy 
would place as much of it as possible 
with companies he represented and would 
take the rest toagents ropresenting other 
companies, Thus an agent representing 
only two companies would on a $50,000 policy 
be obliged to hand some $40,000 of the amount 
to other companies. This constitutes in- 
surance brokerage or exchan on which it 
has been usual to pay a comm 15 
cent to the agent securing the policy origi- 
nally. The cutting of this rate would mean 
that the smaller agent when he secured a 
large policy would be obliged to place 
the greater portion of it with the 
lar agents at just half. the 
customary rate of commission. The larger 
agents would not suffer in proportion, 
because they represent so many companies 
that they are not compelled to place much 
exchange outside their own companies.

PLANTATION MELODIES. 


Did the Negro Write Them or Are They the 
Products of White Men? 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

There has been considerable discussion cf 
late among composers as to the true status 
ofthe negrointhe realm of music. It has 
been asserted that the negro has not written 


any music, that even the old plantation songs, 
which are generally attributed to him, were 
in fact, written by white men. It must,how- 
ever, be admitted, thatit was in the dark 
days of slavery that those so-called planta- 
tion melodies were created. Simple and 
crude as they may seem, there is something 
aboutthem which appeals directly to the 
heart and engenders a sympathy with the 
surronndings they depict even withoat the 
‘ilo? progressive harmony. For obvious 
6 ‘sons these songs were not published in 
he days; they were considered to be too 
common and vulgar. Yet for all that, the 
owners of: slaves would encourage the sing- 
ing of them by having them produced before 
their families and guests on special occasions. 
There was something Cistinetly character- 
istic about them which differed trom all the 
musical publications of those days. The 
genuine negro melodies could only de heard 
down on the plantations where they origi- 
pated and the se-called -reproductions 
of them which we see iu print to-day are only 
base imitations of the originals. There was 
a certain indescribable charm about the 
plantation melody which did not wall for an 
a taste or stady of music to be appre- 
ated. 

It was not necessary to catch the words of 
the song to feel its inspiration to the fullest 
extent. 

Even granting that the words and music of 
these songs were never written by the negro 
that does not disprove the fact that both 
were original with him. He was ignorant 
and uneducated from a literary point of view 
itis true, but there was nothing inconsistent 
in this in his giving Vent to the feelings and 
sentiments of his heart in spontaneous out- 
bursts of music, which, by practice, he de- 
veloped into melodious songs. 

The original plantation song was evolved 
from the negro brain and was essentially a 
negro product which the professional musi. 
Clan stole and attemptsto claim to-day as a 
product of hisinventive powers. The negro 
mind had its own method and what it ac- 
quired and agerenssed in a natural manner 
surprised and delighted every one when it 
was produced. ; 

he Darky’s Dream, Southern Jollifi- 
cation“ and Old Kentucky Home“ are all 
based on negro songs such as would have 
been written and preserved by the Southern 
negro had he been educated. 

It is claimed that the banyo is not the 
negro’s instrument. It may not be to-day,

JEITRET AND PRESIDENT MADISON. 


Walter Soott Describes the Snesring Crit- 
10% Views of America. 
Written for the SUNDAY Posr-Disraron. 

Among the ‘‘Familiar Letters of Walter 
Scott,“ now, for the first time just pub- 
lished, is one recounting the return of 
Francis Jeffrey, the great critic and editor of 
the Edinburgh Review, and his interview with 
President Madison, in which the venom of 
national spite and hatred is clearly mani- 
fested. It wasin the year 1814, when both 


— were then at war. Jeffrey pat his 
eview in commission and came over to New 
York, where he married for his second wife 
a Miss Wilkes, a niece of the famous agl- 
tator, John Wilkes. Fearing capture on his 
return voyage, he sought an Interview with 
the President for the purpose of securing a 
safe passage for himself and his wife in a 
cartel ship. His description of the pure 
minded patriot and statesman then at 
the head of the Government, 80 
closely bordering on caricature, seems 
not to have met with disapproval from the 
broad-minded Scott, that golden-hearted 
man,“ as described by Washington Irving. 
The fact is that these bold Britons had so 
long been kept if terror by the arms of Bona- 
—— then nearing his downfall, that they 
elt a contemptuous indifference for an 
enemy 3,000 miles away, although a little 
later Scott and his fellow voyagers to the 
228 were scared out of a year’s growth 
white chased by an American frigate, the 
Peacock, and were only saved from capture 
by a breeze and a ridge of rocks. But to the 
letter,which will be read with curious interest 
at this time, after a slumber of eighty years 
among the relics of Rokety, the home of his 
correspondent, from which one of his novels 
was named.

My Dran Monwmrr: Jeffrey is returned here 
with his bride, very grey and very fali of news. He 
heda grand skirmish with Madison, of which he 
gave ine a very diverting account. He describes the 
President as being an exceedingly mean-lookiag 
little man, who met him with three lit le ducking 
bews, and then extended a yellow withered hand to 
him tike av oid duek' foot, Atter these symptoms 
of fraternization he proceeded to question the 
critic very svlemnly, touchisg the nature of 
the sensation which the American war 
excited in the British public. To which 
Jeffrey repiled. im his best poce curagte style, that 
he belleved nobédy in Britain though’, aaything at 
all about the American war, aad that de thought 
it likely thas many well-informed people did not 
know that we were at war at all. Something, he 
said, he had heard about it at Liverpool, and once 
or twice when We heard of a frigate, we used to 
wonder for a day and then think no more about it. 
He (Jeffrey) then gave battle on the principie 
ef the war. saying that we only exerci.ed 
the rights of nations. and thas if America 
wanted „ new international code, it was 
his (the President's) business to propose such 4 one 
as might suit both parties, since, etherwise, we 
must go on exercising the acknowledged right 
vested in us by the law of nations, and defending 
ourselves wh thacked, so that the war was quite 
defensive on ür part. This, Madison told him 
very bitterly, was a mere verbal pleasantry. 
Jeffrey says that Madison is a mortal enemy to this 
country, aud es been prophesying for four 
or five years past that every year would b&4 
the last of SHriteig’s gieatness. -He adds 
too, thet Ma n and Ais ministry is hetrsiiy tired 
of the war and would fain back out of if if they 
could dose Without giving great advantage to the 
other party. think he-has returned a much better 
subject than he went away, but wnen Brougham aud 
Horner worry him 2 i suppose he wili hoid his 
own tenets, Heis Very violent against peace witn 
Bonaparte, if the allies are disposed to carry on the 
war to his utter destruction. On the other hand he 
told me this morning he thought it weuld be very 
unreasonable to blame ministers for acceding to 
the pest peace they could get, ifthe Court of Austria 
would nei proceed with the war. 

It is pres@med that the Cynical Jeffrey 
afterwards changed his opinion concerning 
the importance of the war. 


A HEW PAIR OF EARS

Possibly as a ten- 
tative measure the act of 1892 was properly 
restricted; and certainly the corporation 
which secured the passage of the measure, 
and the shipbuilding ntrm which has de- 
veloped into a source of profitable employ- 
ment forlabor and capital, deserve credit. 
They have demonstrated that a more liberal 
policy toward shipping than that which 
was adopted in the early years of 
the republic as the price for the 
cont'nued maintenance of the institution of 
slavery does not mean the Closing of Ameri- 
can shipyards. The experiment has now 
been made successfully, It has been shown 
that the admission of foreign-bultit vessels to 
American registry is possikle with a simul- 
taneous increase in American construction, 
and may even contribute to it.

In the cur- 
rent number ofthe Forum Dr. Shrady con- 
tributes an article on The Revolution in 
Surgery Made by American Surgeons. It 
gives a long list ot recent discoveries and ex. 


periments, Of the saving of life from ap- 
pendicitis, he writes: 

Willard Parker, a surgeon of New York, 
demonstrated the practicability of an opera- 
tion for appendicitis in 1867, since which time 
the technique has Deen much im proved, also 
by American surgeons, and notably by Bull, 
McBurney, Weir, Stimson, Morris and 
others. Previously the dangerous forms of 
this aisease were uniformly fatal, and were 
designated as one of the varieties of innam- 
mation of the bowels, or peritonitis. Con- 
trary to this generally acceptea bellef, ap- 
pendicitis is now of no more frequent oceur- 
rence than formerly, but as it is more read- 
ily recognized and its cure is almost uni- 
formly assured, it naturally claims an extra 
attention, espécially from such as now loarn 
of its existence for the first time. And yet such 
operations were performed successfully over 
a quarter ofa century ago. Parker plainly 
saw the indications of opening an abscess, 
and thus, following out a recognized surgical 
rule, very consistently advocated the proce- 
dure. His high standing in his profession 
secured becoming consideration for hig re- 
commendation, and his view was accepted 
accordingly. It was the ‘advocacy ofan old 
principle in a neu form. Hig first cases be- 
ing successful, his plan of treatment became 
at once an accepted method of practice, 
From such a beginning has been evolved an 
operation, the subsequent perfection of 
which challenges comparison in the Dbril- 
liancy of its results with that of any othe rin 
the long list of lifesaving measures.

liver of the pampered goose, 

Simple brown sauce and butter—which the 
French call roux—is a good medium for 
cooking livers, if you are ja little afraid of 
over-richness. They are extremely delicious 
served in a white wine sauce, but the simpler 
ways of cooking them are generally the best, 
because the more elaborate the method, the 
more mistakes are apt to be made. 

In France chicken livergare put up by fam 
ilies in boxes and in stone jars, but very few 
of these French livers find their way to our 
market. They possess no superiority over 
our capital native chicken, which never 
lives long enough to crow oneé-twentieth as 
loud as the American eagle, but is perhaps 
8 times as valuable à bird. 

The livers of very young chickens are apt 
to be mushy. Those about a year old offer to 
the teeth just that amount of reistance 
which an epicure prizes in his food. 

It is hinted that the livers of old hens and 
ancient chanticleers are subjected to some 
chemical process that givesthem the sem- 
biaace of youth and are then marketed, but 
this is probably a fable, for the liver does not 
harden much after the frst year, though it 
does grow bitterer and is more itkely to be 
out of order. And so, too, for that matter, 
are the livers of those human beings who eat 
chicken live oo much or too often. 

Another disi which will be found unusually 
toothsome, made by some housekeepers 
down in Maryland and which has not yet 
found its way into New York restaurants, is 
to broil chicken livers mediumiy; then hasty 
them and serve them creamed on toast. 

But from this delicious article of food the 
tender liver of a tender-hearted chicken, ex- 
cept when prepared by a first-class cook, 
we might be forgiven for adding another 
prayer tothe Litany begging all the saints 
who loved good dinners as well as sinners in 
mercy to deliver us. 

As for the wines that mate with this dish, 
sweet ones, of course, should be avoided, No 
post- prandial iniquities in the shape of 
cordials should be permitted to interfere 
with the serene process of sound digestion.

Here Are Various Opinions as to Modern 
Woman’s Many Woes. 

What is woman’s greatest grievance? That 
is the question put to the femimne popula- 
tion of Kugland by a certain periodical of 
almost American enterprise.

The Way Russians and German FPrepar® 
Birds and Venison. 


It will probably be a grief to American 
gourmets to know that Russia and North 
Germany supply the European markets with 
many varieties of game and venison which 
cannot be obtained here. Russian partridges, 


pheasants and hazel hens are delicious. The 
flesh of bears is also a favorite dainty in the 
Ozar's domains. In France the outarde, or 
bustard,!s an appreciated dish, and wild 
boar is eaten in Germany.
